A Clasémate of Durrant Has Said 
„That Another Student Filled 
the Latter’s Seat. 


The Question is Now Where Was He 
ou That Fatal Afternoon of 
the Third of April. 95 


Gun Factory for Sacramento—Capi- 
tol City Merchants Fileeced—An 
Insurance Broker Defrauds 
His Patrons. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPURT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 5.— The prose- 
cution in the Durrant case is said o 
have in its posséssion information 
which will finally shatter the last rem- 
hant of an alibi which Durrant's attor- 
neys have attempted to prove. W. R. 
Dorr, a student in the Cooper Medical 
College, sat alongside of Durrant at lec- 
tures. When examined with the other 
mémbers of Durrant’s class, Dorr tes- 
tifled that he did not know whether 
Durrant was present at the afternoon 
lecture on April 3 or not. 
_ Dorr’s father, who is à prominent 
physician, informed the police, however. 
that in his own home and to the mem- 
mers of his own family young Dorr 
stated that on the afternoon of April 3 
Durrant’s seat was occupied by a stud- 
ent named E. Barry. He added that 
the student who that afternoon an- 
swered to Durrant’s name occupied one 
of the rear seats in the classroom, The 
communication made in his own family 
and was not accompanled by any injunc- 
tion of secrecy. It was not until all the 
students, including Dorr, had on the 
witness-stand denied knowledge of the 


important fact of Durrant’s presence or 


absence that those who had heard the 


story concluded to communicate with 


the District Attorney. 

It is presumed that Dorr, in common 
with other of Durrant’s fellow-students, 
desired as far as possible to protect 
their former classmate and so avoided 
answering pertinent questions by re- 
sponding: “I do not know.“ It is now 
considered certain that Dorr will be re- 
called to the stand and required to tell 
all the truth concerning the events. in 
the college classroom on that fatal af- 
ternoon of April 3. 

“No; I told the truth and nothing 

but the truth when on the witness- 
stand,” said Dorr last night, I van- 
not swear that Durrant attended Dr. 
Cheney’s lecture, neither can I swar 
that he did not. I do not remember 
anything about it. It is true that I did 
gay once that somebody had said that 
Durrant came in late that day and rat 
in the rear of the room, but that was 
just one of the hundred stories which 
have been told at the college since Dur- 
rant’s arrest, and I don’t even remem- 
ber who it was that made the remark. 
I spoke of it at home and it was retold 
to some one else. The story traveled 
and grew, I guess.” . 
Capt. Lees was considerably Aisap- 
pointed when Dorr denied that he knew 
who answered for Durrant. The cap- 
tan cannot rid himself of the belief that 
geome one other than Durrant must 
have answered the roll when the ac- 
cused students was called.

DURRANT’S CONFESSION. 

SAN FRANCISCO; Oct. 5.—The Ex- 
aminer says that one of the greatest 
sensations in the Durrant case and one 
which comes now as a climax with 
crushing weight upon the accused stu- 
dent, became today the property of the 
prosecution. Theodore Durrant not 
only confessed to a clas@mate that he 
had no notes of Dr. Cheney’s lectures, 
but he begged his friend to take his 
notes to his mother, Mrs. Durrant, that 
they might be copied. 

1 have no notes of that lecture,“ the 
accused student said, “and I only need 
them to complete my alibi.” 

When the student to whom Theodore 
Durrant made this confession takes the 
‘witness stand the crumbling fabric of 
the defense will fall. The student to 
whom Durrant made the fatal acknowl- 
edgement is his classmate and friend, 
Dr. iGlbert F. Graham. It was not 
Graham's purpose to tell what he knew. 
For the sake of an old friendship, for 
the memory of his college days with 
Durrant, Graham had held back part of 
his: story. 

He had informed the police that Dur- 
rant had asked him for his notes, but 
he did not wish to tell the prosecution 
the whole story and repeated Durrant's 
confession that he had no notes of that 
lecture. Like Charles Dukes, he did 
not wish to injure his classmate’s case, 
but now he has destroyed its last sup- 
port. He has given to the prosecution 
what was sought so long in vain. He 
supplies through Durrant himself the 


proof that the accused student was not 


at the lecture delivered by Dr. Cheney 
on April 3. He explains why Durrant 
“quizzed” with E. F. Glaser on April 10. 
He reveals Durrant's purpose in asking 
Dukes to say that he saw him at the 
lecture. 

He tells why an attorney for the de- 
fense copied Glaser’s notes in full after 
they had been placed in the custody of 
the police department. He uncovers 
the motive which inspired Durrant to 
plead with C. V. Cross and ask him to 
remember that they talked on the steps 
of Cooper Medical College until they 
were late for the lecture. Graham 

‘comes into the case as a witness of the 
greatest possible importance to destroy 
the only possible alibi which Durrant 

has attempted to prove. 

For the sake of his friend, Graham 
held back the most important part of 
his knowledge of the case, but now he 
tells it all just as it occurred. In ad- 
dition to that, he repeats a conversation 
which he had with Attorneys Dickinson 
and Deuprey a few days ago. He has

The missionary rally was well at- 
tended by a large and enthusiastic as- 
semblage.

He said, in speaking of the recent C.- 
nese outrages, that a man should be 
chary of condemning them without 
consideration. They were no more 
cruel and no more discreditable to the 
authorities than the Wyoming mag+a- 
cre of the Chinese in 1892. Moreover 
the Chinese government was even now 
moving for the punishment of the guilty 
parties and for the payment of dam- 
ages, whereas in the United States the 
guilty parties were never punished and 
the payment of damages was long de- 
layed. His statements were loudly ap- 
plauded.

Hall to be Remedied.

The work to be done consists of the 
following: 

To remove all plumbing fixtures in 
building; all soil pipes not in good con- 
dition, or of proper size, to comply with 
ordinance to be removed; all soil pipes 
that are 6f proper size and in good con- 
dition to be tested with water as per 
ordinance; allold materials removed that 
are in good condition may be used in 
new work; all other plumbing material 
removed to be the property of plumbing 
contractor, who shall credit the same to 
contract. The specifications contain a 
mass of details that are, of course, not 
interesting save to possible bidders 
upon the work.

The defendant, at the time of renting 
the house, was janitress of the Sand- 
street school and was rooming on Tem- 
ple street; the rented house consisted of 
a four-room cottage situated at Pico 
Heights, some three miles from the 
place where she was engaged as jan- 
itress. The defendant had no family, 
and generally was absent from her 
house on Pico Heights most of the week, 
going there at the close of the week. 

“It does not appear from the evidence 
that any of the articles referred to 
above were covered by the insurance. 
In her proof of loss, upon which she ob- 
tained her insurance, only three silk 
underskirts are mentioned. Mrs. Dun- 
ham swears she sent five silk wunder- 
skirts to San Francisco, but no article 
produced in evidence on trial can be 
identified as being in the insurance pol- 
icy or in the list of her proof of loss, 
so that it cannot be said that the arti- 
cles produced in evidence in any man- 
ner corroborates the testimony of Mrs. 
Dunham. 

“The case of the people rests almost 
entirely upon the confessions and ad- 
missions of defendant as testified to by 
the witness Dunham. Now it is a well- 
settled principle of law that a defend- 
ant cannot be convicted upon the con- 
fession or admissions of defendant. 
There must be other proof tending to 
connect the defendant with the commis- 
sion of the crime. (People vs. Simon- 
sen,) decided by our Supreme Court 
May 28, 1895. In this last case the Su- 
preme Court says that mere proof that 
a building was destroyed by fire does 
not prove the corpus delicti. Tested by 
this rule, there is no proof in this case 
of the corpus delicti, for, aside from the 
confession of defendant, there is no 
proof that the fire was anything but 
accidental. 

“There being an absence of proof that 
the fire was incendiary, and of the de- 
fendant’s connection therewith, except 
the extra-judicial confession of defend- 
ant, the verdict must be set aside and 
a new trial awarded, and it is so or- 
dered.” 

Upon the announcement of Judge 
Smith’s decision, Dist.-Atty. McComas 
rose and moved that the case be dis- 
missed and the defendant discharged, 
so Mrs. Platt went forth from the 
courtroom at last freed from the terri- 
ble charge against her.

THE CIVIC FEDERATION. 

There has been a movement on foot for 
some time on the part of those dissatisfied 
with the results of the last municipal election 
to secure an organization of sufficient vital- 
ity to carry out their wishes in city affairs, 
and shave and control the next election. it 
took the form of a call for a meeting at the 
Presbyterian Church last evening, which was 
attended by less than a score.

CAN DRAW NO SALARY. as 

Miss Emily C. Briggs, instructor in tin 
in the High School, has been engaged and is 
now at work without a certificate from the 
County Superintendent, or credentials which 
the latter can accept. A situation of affairs 
have, therefore, arisen which leaves Miss 
Briggs in a peculiarly embarrassing situation. 
She can draw no money for her work until 
a certificate is granted, and no certificate can 
be granted until the County Board of Educa- 
tion meets in mber. 

This complication is the direct result of the 
California school law. which prohibits the is- 
suing of certificates except at the rag of 
board in July and in December. iss 
Briggs, who is from the East, did not know of 
this peculiarity; in fact, was not elected to 
her position in the High School until after the 
July examination had been held. Supposing 
that a certificate could be obtained at any 
time, she accepted the position, when to her 
surprise she found that warrant for her 
salary could be countersigned by the County 
Superintendent, and that if she held the place 
she must teach un@il January without ary. 

There is no question as to ability involved. 
Miss Briggs is a graduate of Wellesley, and 
came to this city with the very highest testi- 
monials and letters, but the California law is 
inexorable, and County Superintendent Mo- 
geau would be 2 of a misdemeanor if she 
countersigned the warrants under the circum- 
stances. 

The only possible way out of the difficulty 
that has as yet been suggested is that if Miss 
Briggs will hold the place until January the 
Board of Education will raise her salary for 
the rest of the school year, and pay as much 
for the latter half of the year as they agreed 
to y for the full term. 

Miss Briggs was elected at a salary of $1000 
a year. For the first four months nothing 
can be paid, but the suggestion now is that 
Board of Education will agree to pay 
$1000 for the last five months of the year, 
providing she fills the place until the examina- 
tion is passed. 

Every possible way has been canvassed, but 
the directors have been forced to the conclu- 
sion that in no other way may the demands of 
the law be complied with. Whether Miss 
Briggs will see fit to accept those terms re- 
mains to be seen.

ANOTHER MUDDLE OVER STREET 
PAVING IN SANTA ANA, 


A Young Woman Proposes to Marry. 
Sugar-beet Growers Aroused — 
News Notes and items of a Per 

'gonal Nature Condensed. 


SANTA ANA, Oct. 5.—(Regular Correspond- 


is again in trouble. few months ago, when 
Fourth street was mg paved from Main to 
West streets, the company not only refused to 
pave its line in accordance with the plans and 
specifications adopted by the City Trustees, 
but took its own time in finally paving with 
the now celebrated Tustin cement. a mix- 
ture of adobe and gravel secured from a region 
northeast of Tustin. Time and wear have 
demonstrated that this material is unfit for 
paving purposes. The street-car track upon 
the two blocks where it was used presents a 
dizzy, undulating appearance to the casual ob- 
server, and gives ample evidence of going to 
pieces at an early date. At the time when this 
work was done the city authorities were new 
at the business, and had neglected to proceed 
under the strict requirements of the law. The 
shrewd street-car people were not long in dis- 
covering this fact, and, knowing that the city 
was powerless to enforce its demands, made 
their own terms. 

It is quite different now—or at loast the 
authorities think so. With the two biccks 
now being paved on Fourth, between Main 
and Spurgeon, they n with great 
care, and are satisfied at no technicealities 
can come between them and the fulfillment of 
the work as ordered. The street-car company 
again refuses to pave its line, as before. 
Superintendent Bundy says the stockholders 
have sunk'! all the money in the enterprise 
they intend to, and positively will not spend 
another dollar on paving unless citizens (or 
anybody, for that matter.) subscribe for enough 
stock to cover the expense. He says the com- 

y is willing to forfeit its entire franchise 
f it comes to that. This declaration would be 
discouraging if it were not rather storeotypel. 
The street-car company has undoubtedly spent 
A great deal of money in bulidi and operat- 
ing a non-paying business, but it has sv re- 
peatedly reatened to discontinue its service 
and forfeit its franchise that there is no longer 
any occasion for fear or surprise. 

But a new situation is now on. President 
Hunt of the Trustees believes that it is not 
necessary at all for the city to declare the 
franchise forfeited. He interprets the law in 
the following light: The city undoubtedly has 
the 14 to compel the Une to be paved, and 
in the event of the refusal of its owners to do 
the work the eity ftself may proceed with it, 
executing a lien en the entire system to se- 
cure itself. The franchise would not be for- 
eited, and the street-car peees 1 could not 
remove a single tie or rail inside the city lim- 
its without permission of the beard. If Mr 
Hunt is correct, and the board has proceeded 
in the matter in strict accordance with the 
law, there are liable to be some interesting 
developments in the matter shortly. 

The trustees meet next Tuerday evening to 
take action compelling the car line to be paved. 
It might be possible that when the smoke of 
battle clears away the city of Santa Ana wil! 
have a complete street-car system on its hands. 

This (Saturday) afternoon the street-car com- 
pany, by its president, M. J. Bundy, filed a 
report with the City Clerk stating to the Board 
of City stees that the company is finan- 
clatly unable to pave the track as ordered by 
the board, and asked permission to remove the 
ties and rail from Fourth street between Main 
and Spurgeon streets. 

This report will come before the Trustees u“ 
their meeting Tuesday evening.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 1, 1895. — Gen. 
Nelson A. Miles is writing his memoirs. 
I visited him last week at Governor's 
Island, and found him surrounded by 
manuscript and documents. Photo- 
graphs of famous Indian chiefs of 
Alaska and of the unknown West were 
scattered over his library table, end 
the general was sitting with a number 
of typewritten chapters before him, giv- 
ing them the last revision before going 
to the printers. He has been writing 
at the book for months, working at it 
early and late, and he has it now almost 
completed. It will contain about two 
hundred thousand words, and it will be 
profusely illustrated by Frederick Rem- 
ington and other well-known American 
artists. It will comprise about six

Where will you find a life like 
it? The greatest generals of the past 
have risen to their prominence through 
special training. Napoleon was in- 
tended and educated for a soldier; Cae- 
sar, brought up in the family of Bis 
uncle Marius, the greatest general of 
his time, was suckled on military milk. 
Grant had received his West Point edu- 
cation, and at 40 had risen no higher 
than to a captaincy, and Sherman, that 
other great West Pointer, at this age 
was hardly known to fame. These men 
‘were pushed, as it were, into the army. 
Gen. Miles had to force his way there. 
He began his life as a farmer’s boy. His 
West Point was a crockery store in Bos- 
ton. One of his rich uncles offered to 
make him financially independent if he 
would give up his ambition to be a sol- 
dier, and it was only by taking all the 
money he had saved and all he could 
borrow that he was able, at the age of 
21, to raise the company which enabled 
him to go to the army as a first lieuten- 
ant. This was at the beginning of the 
civil war, and from that as a starting 
point in the short space of four years 
his wonderful military genius elevated 
him with lightning rapidity from one 
position to another until at 25, he had 
become a major-general, and had risen 
to the highest lineal rank in the army. 
A BOY GENERAL. 

Think what the ordinary boy is be- 
tween 21 and 25, and you get some idea 
of the remarkable career of this ex- 
crockery clerk. What a story he can 
tell of the Army of the Potomac!’ He 
was in every one of its battles except 
that of Gettysburg, where he could not 
be on account of the desperate wounds 
which he had received at Chancellorsville 
and which the surgeons had said woul 
cost him his life. He was always in 
the thickest of the fight, and all of the 
generals from Grant to Burnside, rec- 
ommended him many times for promo- 
tion; He was wounded again and 
again, and he ceased his fighting only 
when his hurts were so great that he 


At one time when shot through 
the neck he put his hand over the 
wound and was anxious to again lead 
Still, he never 
wantonly risked the lives of his men, 
and his coolness in scenes where other 
men lose their heads, and his ability 
to take advantage of every change in 
position on the part of the enemy, made 
the other officers consider this boy gen- 
eral a valuable ally.

None have been in so many In- 
dian engagements and none have won 
in fights more desperately contested. 
Some of his Indian campaigns have 
been filled with adventures which 
would make books in themselves. They 
have been in all extremes of climate, 
His first and last were in lands so hot 
that his men, crazed with thirst, opened

chief danger as to its great interest 
may come, I believe, from Gen. Miles's 
modesty.

During my chat with him about his 
book, I asked him many questions as 
to his life, and I had to ask again and

was more of a social chat than a fixed 
interview, but it contained so much of

HOW MILES BECAME. A SOLDIER. 


As I was looking over the contents of 
the book at one time during the even- 
ing, reviewing, as it were, Gen. Miles’s 
career, I thought how wonderfully he 
was fitted by nature for the work he 
has done, and the question ag to how he 
got into his proper groove fn the ma- 
chinery of the universe came to me, and 
I asked: 

“General, where did you first get your 
desire for a military life?” 

“IT don’t know that,” replied Gen. 
Miles. “I wanted to be a soldier from 
my boyhood. I can remember the de- 
sire as far back as at ten years of age, 
and at seventeen, when I was clerking 
in Boston, I joined a military school 
and. drilled there for several years. This 
was just preceding the war. The Kan- 
sas-Nebraska struggle was on, and the 
air was filled with the rumors and 
threats of the coming fight. I remem- 
ber I used to go to the library and read 
the Southern papers, and I could see, I 
thought, that war was sure to come. I 
remained in this military school, and 
when it did come I was to a certain ex- 
tent ready for it.” 

“How did you happen to get into the 
army? You organized a company, did 


you not?” 
“Yes,” was the reply. I raised a 
I took all the money I had 
saved and borrowed more for the pur- 
pose of organizing and recruiting it. 
After it was complete I was chosen 
captain. I had received my commis- 
sion, and was about ready to go to the 
field, when Gov. Andrews wrote me, 


‘asking me to return the Commission, as 


he did not think so young a man as my- 
self ought to be in command of a com- 
pany. I was at this time twenty-one. I 
sent my commission back, and he sent 
me that of a first lieutenant instead.” 

* must have seemed very bard,” 
sa 

“Yes,” was the reply, “but I had to 
accept it. I could not fight the Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. I wanted to 
go to the army, and I obeyed. It was 
not long, however, before Col. Rarlow 
of the Sixty-first New York Volunteers 
asked me if I did not want to join his 
regiment, agd through the Governor of 
New York he made me his lieutenant- 
colonel. Then he mee promoted, and I 
became colonel of that New York reg; 
iment. It is rather curious that, though 
I went into the army from Massachu- 
setts, nearly all of my work during the 
civil war was with New York soldiers 
rather than with those of my own State. 
Later on I was in command of a di- 
vision made of New York, Pennsylva- 
nia and Ohio regiments, and at near the 
close of the war I had command of the 
Second Army Corps, in which there 
were thirty-two New York regiments. 
At this time I was twenty-five. I was 
a major-general, and was wearing the 
same uniform that I wear today. I 
have, in fact, the same yellow sash and 
the same sword.” 


AT APPOMATTOX. 
“You were at the battle of Appomat · 


tox, general. Did you see Lee’s surren- 
der to Grant?“ 


“No, I did not,” replied Gen. Miles. 


“I was at the front, in command of my 
troops, and though Gen. Lee’s prelim- 
inary correspondence in regard to the 
surrender passed through my lines, I

Lee came up to our lines, expecting to

GRANT AND LINCOLN. 

“You must have seen much of Grant 
at this time, general. How did be im- 
press you?’ 

“Yes, I aw him every day. I was 
struck most by his intense earnestness. 
He seemed to have only one thought, 
and that was to succeed. He fought 
every battle as though that was to be 
his last one. He did not appear to be 
troubled at all as to the future. He 
wanted to succeed at the time, and he 


was ready to risk everything for suc- , 


cers. 

“How about President Lincoln?” 

“He came frequently to the army, es- 
pecially after a defeat. He had a 
fatherly influence on the soldiers. They 
all admired him and loved him.” 

The convereation here turned to the 
general's experience at Fortress Mon- 
roe, where Gen. Miles had command at 
the time that Jefferson Davis was con- 
fined, and then came back to the bat- 
tles of the war. Gen. Miles had just 
finished answering some questions as 
to the terrible fight at Chancellorsville 
where he was severely wounded, when 
I asked: 

“General, I wonder how a soldier feels 
when he comes under the fire of bat- 
tle for the first time. You were only 
twenty-one at the time of your first 
fight. Do you remember how you felt 
when the bullets began to whistle 
around you? Were you not afraid?” 

“No, I can't say that I was afraid.“ 
replied Gen. Miles. “I think soldiers al- 
ways feel exhilarated when they are 
about to go into battle. The struggle 
Calls forth all that is in them. Every 
faculty is exerted to its full, every nerve 
is stretched to its utmost. I know of 
no greater pleasure nor more inspiring 
moment for the soldier than when he 
first faces his enemy, and makes the 
charge which is to win or lose a battle. 
The excitement of the victory is also 
great, and on the other hand, there is 
nothing so depressing as the knowledge 
that you are losing ground and may be 
defeated.” 


HOW IT FEELS TO BE SHOT. 
“You have been wounded several 


times, general; how does it feel to be 
shot?” 


“That depends upon where the ball 
strikes you,” replied Gen. Miles. “Tf it 
passes through the fleshy part of the 
body without hitting the bone, it is a 
half mile away before you realize that 
you are shot. If it meets with resist- 
ance, however, you get the full force of 
the bullet, and it strikes you like a 
sledge-hammer. I was once shot in the 
neck. The ball cut along the side of my 
throat, under my ear, and passed on. 
At Chancellorsville, a ball struck my 
waist-belt plate, and then, deflecting, 
went off into my body. The blow par- 
alyzed me. I could not move for weeks 
from my waist downward, and every 
one thought I would die. I was taken 
home to Massachusetts, and after a few 
days I surprised the doctor by moving 
my right foot. They took this for a 
sign that the ball was in the opposite 
side of my body, and probed for it, lay- 
ing the bone of my hip bare. They 
found the bone broken, and took out 
nine pieces, leaving one, which they 
failed to find. They found the bullet 
several inches further down than these 
pieces of broken bone. At another time 
I was wounded in the shoulder by the 
half of a bullet. I was holding my 
eword up to my shoulder when the bul- 
let struck the edge of the blade and 
was cut in two, one-half of the bullet 
flying on and the other going into my 
shoulder. At another time I wa 
wounded in the foot, the ball striking 
a Mexican spur that I was wearing, and 
gol off into my foot. By the way, I 
think I have the spur.“ Here the gen- 
eral opened a drawer in his desk and 
pulled out a big Mexican spur which 
was broken on one side. The break was 
caused by the bullet striking the spur. 

GEN. MILES AND POLITICS. 

It is not generally known that Gen. 
Miles had a good chance to enter polit- 
ical life at the time the war closed. 
The truth is that he was offered the 
nomination for Congress by one of the 
Massachusetts districts. Had he ac- 
cepted, his abilities are such that he 
would probably have taken high rank 
as a statesman. Thinking of this, I 
asked: 

“General, have you ever regretted 
staying in the army? Don’t you think 
you might have had a pleasanter life 
had you given up your military career 
at the close of the war?” 

No,“ replied Gen. Miles; “I have not. 
I like the afmy, and my life, though it 
has had some hardships, has not been 
an unpleasant one. I have had many 
advantages. I have had a chance to see 
the great West grow from a wilderness 
to an empire, and have been permitted 
to work in its development. When I 
went West to take my place as colonel 
of one of the regiments of the regular 
army, from the Canadian boundary to 
the Rio Grande and from Topeka to 
the Rockies was little more than an In- 
dian camping-ground. This strip is 
about 400 miles wide and 1300 miles long. 
It is as big as all the Atlantic States, 
with Kentucky and Ohio. It is bigger 
than New England, with New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana and II- 
nois added to it. It is a country equal, 
in short, to that of the best part of the 
United States. I have seen this vast 
territory opened to settlement. I have 
seen the Indians upon it subdued and 
changed from fighting braves to good 
citizens. They have taken up lands and 
they are now adopting our ways. Upon 


their old camping-grounds have grown! 


up big cities, and I have seen a popula- 
tion of millions construct an empire on 
the wilds where they have hunted. It 
is, I think, a great thing to have wit- 
nessed all this, and I deem myself for- 
tunate in having done so.” 
BICYCLES FOR.THE ARMY. |. 

At one time during the conversation 
the subject of military improvements 
came up, and I asked Gen. Miles where 
he thought would be the next great ad- 
vance in army matters. 

He replied: “It will brobably be in 
the line of transportation of men and 
equipment. The bicycle and the horse- 
less vehicle will have much to do in the 
wars of the future. Put an army on 
bicycles and their opponents would be 
at their mercy if they were not simi- 
larly equipped. The bicycle troops could 
feed off of the supplies of their enemy's 
country. They could move so rapidly 
that the others could not catch them. 
They could choose their own positions 
and fly from one point to another at a 
few hours’ notice. They «ould forestall 
supplies and have every position of ad- 
vantage, both in attacking and retreat- 
ing. Take the horseless carriage. The 
French have shown that some of such 
vehicles will go at the rate of sixteen 
miles an hour, and at the same time 
carry four persons. They had a com- 
petitive race for such vehicles from 
Paris to Bordeaux and return, a dis- 
tance of 750 miles, and the average 
speed was sixteen miles per hour. The 
different motive powers used were 
steam, electricity, naphtha and petrol- 
eum. Petroleum came out ahead, and 
the amount used was very small, a sin- 
gle gallon carrying a small carriage 
over a hundred miles of travel. There 
is no doubt but that such vehicles can 
be utilized in place of horses. I am glad 
The horse has been the slave of 
mankind for thousands of years, and it 
is time that he should have a rest.“

will bé bullet-proof? You know this is 
being experimented upon in Europe.” 

“IT doubt it,” was the reply. “Any 
such armor, to be really effective, must 
be too heavy for use.“ 

“How about dynamite, general? May 
the day not come when a few men with 
a bushel of dynamite and a balloon will 
blot out a'‘city or an army?” 

“It may come,” replied Gen. Miles, 
“and it would be effective if one naticn 
could have a monopoly of such inven- 
tions and such explosives, but such 
things cannot be. If one nation has 
them, others will have them, and bat- 
tles will go on all the same. It may. 
be that the wars of the future will be 
fought to some extent above ground. 
We may have battles in the air, and the 
efficiency of modern guns is already 
such that in such battles balloons would. 
be in great danger. We now have mor- 
tars which will shoot three miles 
straight up in the air, and we could 
really make it very uncomfortable for 
any balloons which might come within 
our. range.“ 


WAR IS NOT AT AN END. 


“Speaking of new inventions in mod- 
ern warfare, general, many people th'nk 
that through them war is becoming so 
terrible that it must eventually be done 
away with. Do you think so?’ 
Gen. Miles, “I do not. I 
don't believe that men will stop fight- 
ing for such reasons. The modes of 
fighting may change, as they did in this 
Chinese-Japanese war. The soldiers 
wil not fight close together, and bat- 
tles are becoming every day less of the 
hand-to-hand struggle that they were 
in the days of Caesar. As to destruc- 
tion, the numbers killed in the Chinese 
Japanese war do not compare with 
those of our late civil war. There were 
many more men killed in the battle of 
Gettysburg than were killed in all the 
battles of this late struggle between 
China and Japan.”

BATTLE OF PUEBLA. 


Translated from the Spanish by 
William V. Lanphar. 


On the 4th day of May, 1862, a divis- 
ion of French troops, 6000 in number, 
under the command of Gen. Lorencez. 
camped in sight of Puebla, and the 
next day a battle was fought in front 
of that city which will make memor- 
able for all time in the history of the 
country the anniversary of that tri- 
umph, being since that time recorded as 
a national holiday; on which day the 
gallant Gen. Ygnacio Zaragoza, giving 
to the arms of his country a glorious 
— „won unfading laurels for him- 
self. 

“Puebla de Los Angeles,” second city 
of Mexico in importance, is situated 
half way on the road between the City 
of Mexico and Vera Cruz, and is mis- 
tress of the vast and fertile valley 
which lies between the two. Founded a 
few years after the conquest upon the 
ruins of an ancient town, in the eight- 
eenth century, it rivaled the capital not 
only in size but in architectural beauty. 
which made it proud of its numerous 
plazas covered with trees, flowers and 
fountains supplied from surrounding 
springs. Its wealth and position had 
frequently allured the vultures of war. 
and they had made fortifications pro- 
tected by a series of bulwarks which 
were not yet finished, one of these be- 
ing the fort of Loreto and the stone 
walls around the chapel of Guadalupe 
on an oblong hill overlooking the city. 

In a council of war the general-in- 

chief, Ygnacio Zarogoza, spoke of the 


the Mexican troops filled the ditches” 


with dead and dying, while over this 
human bridge those that were left came 
advancing. The battalion that was in 
charge of the defence of the ny ao 
were recruits, and gave way before the 
flerce assault, but the reserve sus- 
tained their position so well that the 
enemy faltered, and gave time for one 
of the battalions of San Luis, sustained 
by the recruits that had recovered, to 
make a brilliant bayonet charge. And 
now it seemed that the heavens 
part in the conflict, for the clouds be- 
gan to pour down rain in torrents, and 
the incline became so slippery with 
mud and blood that the enemy could 
not stand, and they were driven down 
the hill in complete rout. Meanwhile, 
the third column had attacked the 
eastern part of the city, defended by 
Diaz. His first line was engaged by 
the enemy, but turning to the right 
his artillery began firing, and at this 
moment the battalion of Guerrero 
dashed on the left of the French. They 
being driven back, Diaz ordered a 
charge with the bayonet simultaneously 
on both flanks of the eneiny to sustain 
the charge he gave on their front. 
serving their fire until they were at 
close range, the whole line blazed with 
flame, and they rushed. on in a flerce 
charge. The enemy were put to flight, 
and were followed tenaciously by the 
Mexicans, until they were on the other 
side of the ditch near by, where they 
established some order and continued 
their retreat. 

The two armies remained in front of 
each other till 7 o'clock in the after- 


camp, and from there they retrea 
on the &th to Orizaba to await re-en- 
forcemen which were coming from 


danger threatening the country, and 
how thameful it would be for them to 


allow the invaders, however strong, they 
might be, to pass unmolested to the 
capital. “If we cannot defeat them, at, 
least we will disable them,” he ex- 


All agreed to defend the city to the 


last. The Mexican troops consisted of 
five brigades; the first under the com- 
mand of Gen. Escobedo, who was as- 
signed the interior line of defense; the 
second, commanded by Gen. Negrete, 
covered the fortifications of Loreto and 
Guadalupe, and three more of 1000 men 
each, commanded respectively by Gens. 
Diaz, Berriozabel and Lamadrid. ex- 
tended in parallel lines on the eastern 
front of the city, at which place the at- 
tack was expected. 

Instead of marching against this part, 
Gen. Lorencez turned his troops to the 
north and opened the fire on Guadalupe, 
but at too long a range to be effective. 
Zaragoza answered with a close fire, 
ordering up Berriozabel’s brigade, sup- 
ported by La drid’s, leaving Diaz to 
defend the east line. From there the 
French advanced in three columns, the 
first against the hill, sustained at a 
short distance by the second; and the 
third against Diaz. 

The shape of the hill allowed the 
8 to advance with little loss un- 
til they wer within one hundred yards 
of the stone wall, and then, suffering 
from the terrible fire of grape and rifle 
shot in front and flanks, advanced tq 
the top and prepared te charge the bat- 
teries. At this moment Berriozabél’s 
regiment, which was over the top of 
the hill, rose up as a living wall and 
with one discharge at close range put 
the lines of the enemy in confusion. A 
charge with bayonets put them to 
flight in disorder down the hill, and 
when they arrived at the bottom Gen. 
Alvarez attacked them with his cav- 
alry, causing great slaughter. But the 
second column advanced to re-enforce 
them, and the two columns, united, 
advanced to the base of the fortifica- 
tions, notwithstanding the close fire of 


France. 

In this battle Gen. Lorencez admitted 
that they had lost 476 men, while the 
Mexicans who gathered in the dead 
and wounded said that there were 1000 

en. 

The medals and decorations found on 
the battlefield with those taken from 
the prisoners were sent to the capital, 
commanding that the prisone 
to the French lines provided with food 

r the journey. 

Mth and sth Zaragoza was re- 
enforced by men. Had they ar- 
rived a few days sooner the victory 
known in Mexico as the battle of the 
“glorious 5th of May” would have been 
more decisive.

THE ARMENIAN HORRORS. 


The wires continue to carry harrow- 
ing tales of the brutalities inflicted _by 
Turks on the hapless Armenians, who 
are as much at the mercy of the 
bloodthirsty Mohammedans as sheep 
in a slaughter-house, and are treated 
with as little consideration, Right in 
the streets of Constantinople, in these 
closing years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, outrages have been committed, 
not only on men, but on helpless 
women and children, that are calcu- 
lated to make the most ferocious 
Apache turn green with envy. The 
blood of every decent man must boil 
in reading these accounts, which ex- 
cite a feeling of disgust and contempt 
for the so-called “Christian” nations 
of Europe, whose ancestors sacrificed 
their lives and fortunes in a Quixotic 
attempt to wrest the reputed tomb of 
Christ from the Moslem, whereas 
now the phantom of the “balance of 
power” keeps them from making more 
than a diplomatic protest against a de- 
liberate extermination, by fire and 
sword, of a persecuted race who are 
powerless to help themselves. 

From Europe nothing can be ex- 
pected. Armenia is but a pawn on 
the political chess-board. Neither can 
any good be awaited from American 
remonstrances, which probably never 
reach the Sultan. Were this not 80 
materialistic an age it might be ex- 
pected that, in a land which has given 
do many martyrs to the cause of free- 
dom and humanity, a land in which 
John Brown cheerfully sacrificed him- 
self for what was apparently a hope- 
less cause, there would be found a few 
noble and adventurous spirits, with 
warm blood in their veins, to emulate 
Lafayette. and Byron and draw a 
sword in behalf of a people who are 
o absolutely hopeless as to be willing 
to die by the thousands in order to 
direct the attention of the world to 
their pitiable condition. And were 
this not an age of gold and iron rather 
of blood, it might be hoped that some 
of our men of many millions would 
contribute their aid to this unfortunate 
people. 

Looked at from a material or diplo- 
matic standpoint, the Armenian out- 
rages are, of course, none of our busi- 
ness on this side of the Atlantic; but 
even nowadays, when almost every-

18 THE GAME WORTH THE CANDLE? 


The recent brutal massacres of mis- 
sionaries in China have given rise to 
much discussion in the Eastern press 
on the question of whether the at- 
tempt to Christianize the teeming 
myraids of that great country is worth 
the cost of human life, not to speak 
of the large sum of money which is 
annually expended for that purpose. 

A short time ago a Chicago paper 
published an interview with a Chinese 
merchant of that city. He claimed 
that the massacres were largely due 
to the actions of interpreters employed 
by the missionaries at the stations, 


who would kidnap girls and keep them 


at the mission stations for their own 
purposes, pretending to the mission- 
@ries that they were converts. The 
statement has been denied by corre-

acquainted with the venality and du- 
plicity of the average Chinaman, espe- 


elally of the Chinaman who professes 
Christianity, it will still appear pos- | 


sible that there may be some truth in 
the statement. However this may be, 
the question as to what amount of good 
is accomplished by the missionaries in 
China must be considered an open one.

whether the life of every missionary 
who has been murdered in China has 
purchased one bona fide and premanent 
convert to Christianity. We all know 
how it is here in California where 
Chinamen attend Sunday-schools for 
the sake of learning the language, and 
it is undoubtedly still more the case 
in China. The Chinese are, in many 
respects, the most peculiar nation on 
the face of the earth. At a time when 
the ancestors of the Anglo-Saxon race 
in Northern Europe were semi-sav- 
ages, using stone implements and half- 
clothed in the skins of animals, the 
Chinese had a thorough civilization, 
with a complete form of government, 
printing presses, bank notes and other 
appurtenances of modern civilization. 
They have always looked ‘with the 
most profound disdain on outside na- 
tions, the members of which are all 
alike to them, and are classified un- 
der the generic term of “foreign 
devils.” The religion of Confucius 
antedates that of Christ by some seven 
hundred years, and, as far as its moral 
teaching goes, leaves little to choose 
between that and Christianity. In 
fact, some of the Chinese literati claim 
that Christ traveled in China be- 
tween his twentieth and thirtieth 
year, and founded his teaching upon 
that of Confucius. 

Among those who have recently 
given their experiences in the Eastern 
papers is Rev. Mr. Donehoo, a Pres- 
byterian minister of Pittsburgh, who 
has labored long to make converts 
among the Chinese in this country. 
Mr. Donehoo tells the New York Trib- 
une that as the result of his exper- 
lence he has never yet found one 
Chinaman who gave evidence of thor- 
ough conversion to Christianity, 
though he has known a large number 
who have been in our Sunday-schools 
and a few who have professed conver- 
sion. 

Another testimony is furnished by 
Rev. Mr. Nevins of Rochester, N. Y., 
who was a missionary in China for 
many years. He found the same im- 
passable barriers in his way. His con- 
clusion is that the only vossible 
method of converting the celestials is 
by establishing schools for children, 
catching them very young, boarding 
and clothing them, and then infusing 
Christian truths into their minds. 
Even then the most of them would 
blackslide into Confusianism, when 
they were educated and sent out 
among other people, or they would 
turn out to be “rice converts“ that 
is, converts who profess to be Chris- 
tians for the sake of material advan- 
tages. 


Commenting upon this subject the 
Chicago Tribune says: 


“Taking everything into considera- 
tion it is a fair question whether there 
is not a great waste of Christian ef- 
fort as well as of money in these at- 
tempts to convert Chinese who won’t 
be converted, and whether it would not 
be more practical as well as more 
Christian to concentrate some of this 
effort and money upon the heathen at 
our very doors who know neither 
Christ nor Confucius.” 

While the New York Sun speaks out 
in the same vein as follows: 

“The inference from Mr. Donehoo’s 
remarks and their confirmation by 
American and European visitors to 
China is that the enormous self-sacri- 
fice which the insignificant results of 
missionary effort cost can be expended 
elsewhere with far greater practical 
returns. It is that, in their humanity, 
zealous and devoted men and women 
ought not to be stimulated to risk 
their lives in vain attempts to convert 
to Christianity a people whose evange- 
lization has been proved in actual ex- 
perience to be impossible.” : 

It is certainly time to consider 
whether the effort to turn a few score 
of Chinamen from the religion of Con- 
fucius to that of Christ is worth the 
high price in human life and money 
which is annually expended by the 
United States and other civilized na- 
tions of the world. 


CHEAP POWER FOR ZION.” 


Plans have been completed for the 
generation and transmission of electric 
power from the various sources of water 
supply in the Big Cottonwood Canyon, 
thirteen miles in an air-line southeast 
of Salt Lake, for the supply of light and 
power within the limits of that city 
and to the factories and small towns 
in the vicinity. The power-station is 
located in the canyon, fourteen miles 
by pole line from the distributing sta- 
tion in Salt Lake. There is a mini- 


mum flow of 3400 cubic feet of water 


per minute, and this, working under 380 
feet head, will generate 2447 horse- 
power, day and night, every day in the 
year. During about nine months of the 
year the flow is larger, and will give 


| nearly, or quite, 4000 horse-power. The 


total cost of installation is estimated at 
$300,000. More than half of the power 
to be developed has been disposed of 
already, assuring a revenue of over 
$100,000 annually. 

The development of cheap electrical 
power will be certain to give a great 
impetus to the mdustrial growth of 
Salt Lake City. By reason of th 
abundance of raw materials of variou 
kinds, manufactures will spring u 


with the advent of cheap power, whic 


‘geeme at present to be the one thiag 
lacking. Among the industries likely 
to come into existence in the near 
future aré the manufacture of alumi- 
nium, the manufacture of salt products, 
bleaching-powder, disinfectants, soda, 
‘sodium, calcium carbide, and other 
products. There will be a large de- 
mand for electrical power for street-car 
purposes, Electrical smelters are also 
talked of. In fact, the uses to which 
the new power-supply can be applied 
aie too numerous for enumeration. It 
will be a great day for Salt Lake city 
when the wonder-working current is 
turned on. 


„Cotton-seed, which was regarded as 
a worthless product a few years ago, 
has become valuable through new pro- 
cesses of utilization. The enhanced 
value of this product has gone far 
toward compensating the cotton-grow- 
ers for the decline in the price of cot- 
ton within the past few years. It is 
stated that a ton of cotton-seed, as 
now worked up, yields 900 pounds of 
hulls, which are used for feeding 
animals; 675 pounds of meal, used for 
fertilizing and for feed; and forty gal- 
lons of oil, which is used by makers of 
lard and soap, while some of it is 
made by the arts of the adulterant to 
do duty instead of olive oil. The 
short line left on the seed after pass- 
ing through the gin is removed and 
utilized for the making of cotton-bat- 
ting, the filling of quilts, etc.

Your Uncle Samuel 
isn’t saying much, but he is doing 
considerable thinking, and it is of a 
kind which is not at all favorable to 
the constant meddling of European 
powers with affairs in the Western 
Hemisphere. By and by, just as likely 
as not, he will quietly but firmly 
give notice to the world that this sort 
of officiousness has gone far enough, 
and must stop forthwith. Then it will 
stop, but probably not befere then. 


The recent “hot spell” in London 
proved too much for King Khamma, 
an African potentate who is visiting 
London and seeing the sights. It is 
intimated in the dispatches that the 
cause of Khamma’s prostration was 
the fact that he wore “a plug hat, a 
stiff collar and a frock coat; but it is 
hardly conceivable that so breezy a 
costume as that would lead to dis- 
astrous results, even in the muggiest 
tem ure known ‘to London. If 
Khamma had worn trousers, shoes and 
a “biled shirt,” his knock-out by the 
heat would not have been so surpris- 
ing. 


There is said to be a strong prob- 
ability that Ohio will adopt the method 
now in use in New York, of executing 
murderers by electricity. Many of 
the more prominent members of the 
Legislature of that State are reported 
to be in favor of the plan, which is 
to be brought forward at the next 
legislative session. “Electrocution” 
may not be an ideal method of in- 
flicting the death penalty, but in some 
respects, at least, it is an improvement 
upon hanging. 


A canvass made by the New York 
Chamber of Commerce shows that the 
course of free coinage will have even 
less strength in the next Congress than 
has been anticipated. All but 88 of the 
356 members of the House of Represen- 
tatives are credited with sound-money 
views, while only 39 out of the 88 
Senators will vote for free coinage.

Of these, by ac- 
tual court, only nineteen were suffi- 
ciently interested in the defense asso- 
ciation to remain while the organiza- 
tion was effected, and this number in- 
cluded several outside objectors .and 
residents who pay no taxes. 

The meeting was called by those op- 
posed to the Wright law; the meeting 
was held outside the district, and the 
dissatisfied ones were especially urged 
to be present, yet less than one-twelfth 
of the irrigators of the district could 
be prevailed upon to join the movement 
to fight the Wright law. This district 
is one of the few successful Wright-law 
districts in the State. Its bonds were 
sold honestly, its water rights and 
prolific water-bearing property. are 
worth three times their cost, its affairs 
have, fortunately, been in the hands of 
capable, trustworthy directors from the 
very beginning of its existence, and in 
the main the people are satisfied with 
the law as it has been followed here.

PERILS IN THE ICE. 


DANGEROUS EXPERIENCES IN THE 
BERING SEA. 

Graphic Description by Capt. Hig- 
gins of the Steamer ’’Excelsior,”’ 
Narrating the Story of a Vera 
te the Mouth of the River Yukon. 


(CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN DIEGO, Oct. 5.—Capt. J. F. Hig- 
arrived at this port with the 
steamer Excelsior last week on re- 


turn a voyage to the mouth of the 

Yukon er in Alaska. He tells of a 

ck Uing experience with his craft in 
ice. 


Akter leaving Seattle the steamer ar- 
rived fely at Dutch Harbor with 
forty-eight passengers. Capt. Higgins, 
being assured that he would have no 
trouble with the ice on the way to St. 
Michels, steamed away for that point. 
He then had severity souls aboard. His 
vessel and cargo were worth over $100,- 
000. Only four inches of pine planking 
sheathed the ship’s bottom. It was, 
therefore, hazardous to run down many 
icebergs with such an outfit. When a 
few days out of Dutch Harbor the offi- 
cer of the watch reported floating ice. 
“The engines were slowed down,” said 
Capt. Higgins, “and at the word ‘ice’ 
every one was on the alert, for none 
was expected nearly 300 miles south of 
St. Michels. Nevertheless, here it was. 
Soon a dosen floes were in sight, and 
before noon we were alongside the solid 
pack. This was not glacier ice, high, 
towering bergs, but ice from the rivers 
and shores of the sea. Some of the 
floes were hundreds of feet square, but 
none more than ten feet igh. We 
sailed east a while, then west, just to 
see how the pack lay, intending to keep 
in clear water, but found it solid that 
way, so turned south, intending to skirt 


the lower end and go west, but found 


that way blocked also. We then real- 
ized that the ice had closed in across 
our track, although we expected to be 
able to get out of it very soon. But as 
we proceeded the floes increased in size, 
the wind died away. There was no mo- 
tion to the water, but the fog stayed 
with us. It was very cold. The streaks 
of water were so narrow and intricate 
that no given course could be made di- 
rect, yet we knew the clear water must 
be somewhere to the south, so we strug- 


gled on in that direction, steaming 
dead slow. Fast,“ ‘South,’ West,“ 
“‘West-south,’ ‘East,’ ‘Ahead slow, 


‘Stop her,’ ‘Back her,’ ‘Stop her,’ ‘Ahead 
slow,’ were the orders of the officer on 
the bridge, while his hand was contin- 
uously on the bell-pull. The engineer 
never left his throttle. Men were sta- 
tioned on each quarter to see that ice 
did not foul the propeller. At times the 
passage would be so narrow that the 
way had to be forced between the floes, 
the sides of the vessel crushing the ice 
as she passed. I stayed on the bridge 
continually, but at midnight, finding 
myself chilled through. I left the first 
officer in charge and went below to get 
warm. In a couple of hours the ship 
stopped. The water appeared to be all 
gone and the ice was low and level and 
as quiet as the rocks in the Sweetwater 
dam. The fog hung low and had frozen 
to the rigging until every rope was 
twice its ordinary size. These, gleam- 
ing white where the lights of the ship 
struck them, added to the ghostliness 
of the scene. Although we might make 
no claim to being a ‘painted ship’ we 
would certainly pass for a frozen one 
upon a frozen ocean. As there was no 
chance to turn we hunted our way to 
some streaks of water. Thus we se- 
cured a fresh start. Looking at the 
mate, I noticed that his whiskers were 
full of ice and found my own in the 
same condition, with icicles as long as 
my finger hanging from my beard. So 
We went on, on, day and night—though 
really there was no night, that part 
from sunset to sunrise being like day- 
light—an eslipse of the sun—and in 
clear weather the crimson of the twi- 


light blended so completely with that 


of the early morn that Old Sol appeared 
to come to the surface from the very 
spot where he had lately disappeared. 
Later on we noticed some motion to the 
floes and could hear the surf, and before 
long we nosed our way into clear wa- 
ter once more. It was a happy deliv- 
erance. Given a craft like the revenue 
cutter Bear, a steam whaler sheathed 
with oak and iron, or the Excelsior, 
even, with an inch of oak sheathing, 
and there would be nothing alarming in 
the situation, as long as there was 
plenty of sea room. But with a vessel 
worth $60,000, a cargo equally as val- 
uable, seventy persons aboard, and only 
a four-inch pine plank to take the whole 
‘outfit through fifteen miles of pack ice,

HOW DID HE GET IT? 


A BILLY I8 FOUND IN MURDERER 
Donn CRAIG'S CELL, 


Was a Ball of Tinfoil Wrapped 
so Tightly as to Make it Almost 
as Heavy as Lead—How He Got 
it is a Mystery That Can Not be 
Explained. 


M er John Craig has always been 
at le prisoner, but there are in- 
dications that he has designs to at- 
tempt to escape. His cell and clothes 
are searched thoroughly every two 
weeks to see whether he has any weap- 
ons or anything with which he might 
attempt to take his own life or try to 
regain his liberty. The search yester- 
day disclosed a ball of tinfoil about 
three inches {n diameter, as solid and 
heavy as lead. This, if tied in a hand- 
kerchief, or even held in the palm of 
the hand, would have made an excel- 
lent slungshot. Fortunately, it was 
discovered and taken away from him 
before he had an opportunity to use it. 

How did Craig get the weapon, that 
is the question that is puzzling Jailor 
Kennedy and his assistants. Craig 
has a death-watch, Deputy Sheriff Mc- 
Crea, an able and reliable officer who 
has nightly oversight of Craig and Kid 
Thompson, There is no day death- 
watch, but the turnkeys keep close su- 
pervision over the cells of the con- 


demned murderers. How then did 
Craig get the tinfoil with which to 
manufacture the billy? 


There are certain brands of tobacco 
that are wrapped in tinfoil, but Craig 
is furnished none of this. It is possible, 
though, that othér prisoners who are 
not under close surveillance, have had 
this sort of tobacco and thrown the 
tinfoil where Craig could reach it 
through the bars of his cell. This 
could be done without attracting atten- 
tion. This is about the only way in 

to account for Craig’s having the 
weapon in his possession. 

It was reparted yesterday that on two 
former occasions a similar discovery 
was made in Craig’s cell, but Jailor 
Kennedy when asked. for confirmation 
of the rumor, denied it. He admitted, 
however, that such a thing occurred 
yesterday.

LIFE ON A SLAVER AS AN 
ENGLISH CAPTAIN SAW IT. 


A Fight with an Englisch Cruiser— 
The Slaves Kept Well and Were 
Happy, and Sold for a Handsome 
Price at Rio Janciro.

The day after Dom Pedro Was mar- 
ried, the stir of the nuptial jubilee being 
Over and the public places being un- 
wontedly quiet, I was enjoying «a walk 
on the Marine Plaza of Rio Janeiro, ad- 
miring the world-famed scenery of Rio 
Bay.

writer, indeed. The letters which have 
been intercepted not only show that he

who were robbing houses here, but they 
also implicate his wife who is a sister 
of the chief bugiar, Reilly, alfas Da- 
. The letters also show that Mike 
McCauley, Frank Crowley, Jimmie Me- 
Ginnis and other persons in San Fran- 
cisco are allies of the gang. The San 
cisco detectives are looking after 
them, but they will not be brought to 
Los Angeles for trial, on account of the 
expenge involved, and difficulty that 
would be experienced in — — that 
they assisted directly or indirectly in 
the commission of crimes in this county. 
They may, however, have to an- 
swer for crimes committed in San Fran- 
cisco. The San Francisco officials, at 
least, have obtained good clews from 
the letters intercepted here, and can 
the crooks named in them in view.

GRAND ORDER OF THE CROSS OF 
TRINIDAD. 


King James I. Sovereign of Trinidad, 
Alias Baron Harden-Hickey, 
Late of Pico Heights—A Chicago 
Editor Who is a Chevallier of the 
Order. 


(Chicago Tribune:) Henry N. Cary, 
managing editor of the New York 
_ Times and a former member of the Chi- 
ago Tribune staff, has just ben in- 
vested with the insignia of the Grand 
Order of the Cross of Trinidad. Sir 
Knight Cary wears the gold crown and 
cross badge upon his proud bosom and 
has become the most royal, if not the 
gole and only, subject of King James 
I., sovereign of Trinidad, alias Baron 
Harden-Hickey. 

A couple of years ago the eccentric 
Baron Harden-Hickey, the millionaire 
husband of millionaire Flagler's daugh- 


ter, picked up the abandoned insular 
rock called Trinidad, and has ever 
since been carrying it in his vest, next 
his heart. According to the Baron's— 
pardon, the King’s—own description 
the island is three miles wide and five 
miles long, and has the slight blemish 
of being inaccessible from the ocean ex- 
cept in very calm weather. It has not 
a single inhabitant, but it will have 
when the Baron gets his Utopian col- 
ony founded upon it. Even the pigs 
and goats which once dwelt there upon 
the Baron’s island have all died of low 
Spirits of lack of provender. 

Baron Harden-Hickey’s Trinidad is 
70) miles off the coast of Brazil and 
should not be confounded with the 
Jarger Trinidad off the Venezuelan 
coast, from which comes asphalt for 
street paving. The only paving ma- 
terial that has any connection with 
Baron Harden-Hickey’s Trinidad is the 
fireproof sort known as good intentions. 

All that is thus far visible of the 
kingdom of His Highness James I. is a 
paper scheme for colonization, an issue 
of postage stamps that is the glory 
and delight of the boy collector, and an 
order of knighthood. This idea of 
clothing the nakedness of his island in 
a ribbon and postage

Given in 
the Chancellerie of Trinidad, and writ- 
ten in the Book of Gold. JAMES. 5 
As Mr. Cary is as yet the only pri- 
vate subject of King James I., and as 
the island kingdom of Trinidad is 
threatened by the ironclads of the other 
island kingdom of Great Britain, it 
looks as if the new Sir Knight had a 
large joust on his hands. He will have 
to buckle on his armor and plunge into 
international war in order to “be 
faithful ,to the duties imposed.” 

But the button of the order and the 
right to sign himself “Chevalier de 
Ordre Insigne de la Croix de Trinidad” 
is not the only thing Editor Cary gets. 
With his rank goes an annual pension 
of f. 1000, or $200, and if he distinguishes 
himself this may be raised to as 
much as f. 3000, or $600, for that is the 
stipend allowed by King James I., alias 
Baron Harden-Hickey, to the grand 
officers of the order. 

King James I., established the order 
in 1893, when he sent out the following 
salutation to the world: 


We, James, Prince of Trinidad, having re- 
solved to commemorate our accession to ine 
throne of Trinidad by the institution of aa or- 
der of chivalry destined to reward litera‘re, 
the arts, the sciences, industry, human vir- 
tues, by these presents have established and 
do institute, with cross and crown, the ‘Order 
of the Insignia of the Cross of Trinidad, of 
which we and our heirs and successors shall 
be the sovereigna.

King James got up his greeting and 
public announcement of the new order 
of chivalry in a little two-leaf slip 
printed in French, which did not cost 
much to get printed, and looks like the 
| prospectus of a new boarding-school. 

Following his salutatory comes the rules 
of the order. These provide for four 
grades of rank. The highest is that of 
| the grand cross, next comes the grand 


officer, then the commander, and lastly 
the chevalier. Bravery and good service 
are necessary for promotion, as well as 
admission. The rules are as follows: 
“The nominations, as well as the pro- 
motions in rank, shall be made upon the 
recommendation of the chancellor of 
the Order of the Sovereign Grand Mas- 
ter. 
“Each nomination or promotion of 
grade is consecrated by a brevet, bear- 
ing the signature of the grand master, 
his coat of arms, and countersigned by 
the chancellor of the order. 
“Rights of the chancellerie—Each one 
shall receive, according to rank, the 
following sum: Chevalier, f.1000: com- 
miander, f.2000; grand officer, f. 3000.“ 
Following the pensions is a descrip- 
tion of the insignia of the order. This 
consists of a large and small cross and 
a plaque. Both crosses are of the 
same design and vary only in size. They 
are of red enamel upon a groundwork 
of gold. In the center of one side, upon 
a field of azure, surrounded by a band 
of gold, is the princely crown in gold. 
The other side is similar, except that 
a gothic T“ occupies the place of the 
crown. The cross is suspended from a 
golden princely crown, which in turn 
is attached to the ribbon of the order. 
The plaque has eight diamond-studded 
rays, at the center of which, set in red 
enamel, are the arms of the principal- 
ity of Trinidad. The ribbon of the or- 
der is parti-colored, red and yellow. 
Then comes a bit of saystery. The 
rules read thus: 
“The costume of the order shall be 
identical with that of the chamberlains 
of the court of Trinidad, cave the but- 
tons, which shall bear the impress of 
the crown of the order. 
The trouble with this is serious. As 
there is no court of Trinidad, there are 
no chamberlains; as the chamberlains 
do not exist they cannot have any cos- 
tume. Without any costume what is 
Chevalier Cary to do? 
He has one thing to console him, how- 
ever, even if he does not have any cloth- 
ing, and that is contained in the final 
official announcement regarding the or- 
der. It says: “The names of the mem- 
bers of the order shall be inscribed in 
the Book of Gold of the order, with 
mention of their merits and the services 
rendered.“

name will be written in a book of gold, 
the same as is done in heaven,

With fires Straight at the front, 
our knife-edge crest would have been 
just as difficult for the enemy to have 
touched at a long range; and there was 
no flanking position besides Benner’s 
Hill for any ranges which could have 
displaced us. This suggests that bat- 
tles may be practicable now as ever: 
but the conditions have so changed that

“THE SUN'S HEAT. 


we (CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.)

There is a story told of a well-inten- 
tioned missionary who tried to induce 
a Persian flre-worshiper to abandon 
the creed of his ancestors. Is it not,” 
urged the Christian minister, “a sad 
and a deplorable superstition for an in- 
telligent person like you to worship an 
inanimate object like the sun?” “My 
friend,” said the old Persian, “sou come 
from England; now tell me, have you 
ever seen the sun?” The retort was a 
just one, for the fact is that those of us 
whose lot requires them to live beneath 
the clouds and in the gloom, which so 
frequently brood over our northern lat- 
itudes, have but little conception of the 
surpassing glory of the great orb of 
day as it appears to those who know it 
in the clear eastern skies. The Persian 
recognizes in the sun not only the great 
source of light and of warmth, but even 
of: life itself. Indeed, the advance ‘of 
modern science ever tends to bring be- 
fore us with more and more frignifi- 
eance the surpassing glory with which 
Milton tells us the sun is crowned. I 
shall endeavor to give in this article a 
brief sketch of what has recenzly been 


learned as to the actual Farmth which. 


the sun possesses, and of the p-rodigal- 
ity with which it pours forth its radi- 
ant treasures.

A gardener, who is fond of 

culating about things in the hcav- 
ens, as well as about things on the 
earth. One day he told me that he felt 
certain it was quite a mistake ta be- 
lieve, as most of us do believe, that the 
gun up there is a hot, glowing body. 
“No,” he said, “the sun cannot be a 
source of ‘heat, and I will prove it. If 
the sun were a source of heat,” said 
the rural philosopher, then the closer 
you approach the sun the warmer you 
would find yourself. But this ts not 
the case, for when you are climbing up 
@ mountain are approaching nearer 
the sun all the time, but, as everybody 
knows, instead of feeling hotter and 
hotter as you ascend, you are becom- 
ing steadily colder and colder. In fact, 
when you reach a certain height, you 
will find yourself surrounded by perpet- 
ual ice and snow, and you max not im- 
probably ‘be frozen to death when you 
have got as near to the sun as you Can; 
therefore,” concluded my friend, trium- 
phantly, “it is all nonsense to tell me 
the sun is a scorching hot fire. 

I thought the best way to explain 
the little delusion under which: the 


worthy gardener labored was t ne 
him to what takes place in his,Own do- 
main. I asked him wherei s the ad- 


vantage of putting his tender plants 
into his greenhouse in November. How 
does that preserve them through the 
winter? How is it that even without 
artificial heat the mere shelter of the 
glass will often protect plants from 
frost? I explained to him that the 
glass acts as a veritable trap for the 
sunbeams; it lets them pass in, but it 
will not let them escape. The tempera- 
ture within the ‘greenhouse.is conse- 
quently raised, and thus the necessary 
warmth is maintained. The dwellers 
on this earth live in what is equivalent, 
in this respect, to a greenhouse» There 
* copious atmosphere above our 
he@ds, and that atmosphere extends to 
usy the same protection which the glass 
does to the plants in the greenhouse. 
The air lets the sunbeams through to 
the earth's surface and then keeps 


their heat down here to make us com- 
n you climb to the top 
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of a high mountain you pass through a 
large part of the air, This is the reason 
why you feel warmer on the surface of 
the earth than you do on the top of a 
high mountain. If, however, it were 
possible to go very much closer to the 
sun; if, for example, the earth were to 
approach within half its present dis- 
tance, it is certain that the heat would 
be so intense that all life would e im- 
mediately scorched away. 

It will be remembered that when 
Nebuchadnezzar condemned the un- 
happy Shadrach. Meshach and Abed- 
nego to be cast into the burning flery 
furnace he commanded in his fury that 
the furnace should be heated seven 
times hotter than it was wont to be 
heated. Let us think of the hottest fur- 
nace which the minions of Nebuchad- 
nezzar could ever have kindled with all 
the résources of Babylon; let us think, 
indeed, of one of the most perfect of 
modern furnaces, in which even a sub- 
stance so refractory as steel, having 
first attained a dazzling brilliance, can 
be melted so as to run like water, let us 
imagine the heat-dispensing power of 
that glittering liquid to be multiplied 
sevenfold;; let.us go beyond Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s frenzied command; and imagine 
the efficiency of our furnace to be ten 
or twelve times as great as that which 
he commanded. we shall then obtain a 
notion of a heat-giving power corre- 
sponding to that which would be fou 
in the wonderful celestial furnace, t 


} reat sun in heaven. 


Ponder also upon the stupendous size 
of that orb, which glows at every point 
of its surface with the astonishing fer- 
vor I have indicated. The earth on 
which we stand is no doubt a mighty 

lobe, measuring as it does 8000 miles 


in diameter, yet what are its dimen- 


sions in comparison with those of the 
sun? If the earth be represented by a 

n of mustard seed, then on the 
Same scale the sun should be repre- 
sented by a cocoanut. Perhaps, how 
ever, a more impressive conception of 
the dimensions of the great orb of day 
may be obtained in this way. Think 
of the moon, the queen of the night, 
which circles. monthly around our 
heavens, pursuing, as she does, a ma- 
jestic track, at a distance of 240,000 
miles from the earth. Yet the sun is 
so vast that if it were a hollow ball, 
and if the earth were placed at the cen 
ter of that ball, the moon could revolve 
in the orbit Which it now follows, and 
still be entirely inclosed within the 
sun’s interior. 

For every acre on the surface of our 
globe there are more than 10,000 acres 
on the surface of that great luminary. 
Every portion of this illimitable desert 
of flame is pouring fofth torrents of 
heat. It has indeed ‘been estimated 
that if the heat which is incessantly 
flowing through any single square foot 
of thé sun’s exterior could be collected 
and applied beneath the boilers of an 
Atlantic liner it would suffice to pro- 
duce steam enough to sustain in con- 
tinuous movement those engines of 
20,000-horse power which enable a 
superb ship to break the record be- 
tween Ireland and America. 
solar heat is shot forth into space 
in every direction, with a prodigality 
which seems well-nigh inexhaystable. 
No doubt the earth does intercept a 
fair supply of sunbeams for conversion 
to our many needs, but the share of sun 
heat that the dwelling place of man- 
kind is able to capture and employ 
forms only an infinitesimal fraction of 
what the sun actually pours forth. It 
would seem, indeed, very presumptucus 
for us to assume that the great sun has 
come into existence solely for the bene- 
fit of poor humanity. The heat and 
light daily lavished by that orb of in- 
comparable splendor would suffice to 
warm and illuminate, quite as e- 
ciently as the earth is warmed and 
lighted, more than two thousand million 
globes each as large as the earth. If it 
had indeed been the scheme of nature 
to call into existence the solar arrange- 
ments on their present scale for the 
solitary purpose of cherishing this im- 
mediate world of.ours, then all we can 


gay.is that nature carries on its busi- 


| 
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ness in the most outrageously wasteful 
manner. 

What should we think of the pru- 
dence of a man who, having been en- 
dowed with a splendid fortune of not 
less than $20,000,000, spent 1 cent of that 
vast sum usefully and dissipated every 
other cent and every other dollar of his 
gigantic wealth in mere aimless extrav- 
agance? This would, however, appear 
to be the way in which the sun man- 
ages its affairs, if we are to suppose 
that all the solar heat is wasted save 
that minute fraction which is received 
by the earth. Out of every $20,000,000 
worth of heat issuing from the glorious 
orb of day, we on this earth barely se- 
cure the value of one singie cent, and 
all but that insignificant trifle seems to 
be utterly squandered. We may say it 
certainly is squandered so far as hu- 
manity is concerned. No doubt there 
are certain other planets besides the 
earth, and they will receive quantities 
of heat to the extent of a few cents 
more. It must, however, be said that 
the stupendous volume of solar radia- 
tion passes off substantially untaxed 
into space, and what may actually there 
become of it science is unble to tell. 

And now for the great questino as to 
how the supply of heat is sustained so 
as to permit the orb of day to continue 
in its career of such unparalleled pr«d- 
igality. Every child knows that the 
fire on the domestic hearth will go out 
unless the necssary supplies of wood 
or coal can be duly provided. The work- 
man knows that the devouring blast 
furnace requires to be incessantly 
stoked with fresh fuel. low, then, 
comes it that a furnace so much more 
stupendous than any terrestrial fur- 
nace can continue to pour forth in pe- 
rennial abundance its amazing stores of 
heat without being nourished by con- 
tinual supplies of some kind? Prof. 
Langley, who has done so much to ex- 
tend our knowledge of the great orb of 
heaven, has suggested a method of H- 
lustrating the quantity of. fuel which 
would be required, if, indeed, it were 
by successive additions of fuel that the 
sun's heat had to be sustained. Sup- 
pose that all the coal seams which un- 
derlie America were made to yield up 
their stores. Suppose that all the coal 
fields of England and Scotland, Aus- 
tralia, China and elsewhere were com- 
pelled to contribute every combustible 
particle they contained. Suppose, in 
fact, that we extracted from this earth 
every ton of coal it possesses, in every 
island and in every continent. Sup- 
pose that this vast store of fuel, which 
is adequate to supply the wants wf this 
earth for centuries, were to be ac®umu- 
lated in one stupendous pile. Suppose 
that an army of stokers, arrayed in num- 
bers which we need not now pause to 


calculate. were employed to throw this 


coal into the great solar furnace. How 
long, think you, would so gigantic a 
mass of fuel maintain the sun's expen- 
diture at its present rate? I am but 
uttering a deliberate scientific fact 
when. I say that a conflagration which 
destroyed every particle of coal con- 
tained in this earth would not generate 
go Much heat ashe sun lavishes al road 
to ungrateful space in the tenth part of 
every second. During the few minutes 
that the reader has been occupied over 
these lines a quantity of heat which is 
many thousands of times as great as 
the heat which could be produced by 
the ignition of all the coal in every coal 
pit in the globe has been dispersed and 
totally lost to the sun. 

But we have still one further concep- 
tion to introduce before we shall bave 
fully grasped the significance of the 
sun’s extravagance in the matter cf 
heat. As the sun shines today on this 
earth, so it shone yesterday, so it shone 
a hundred years ago, a thousand years 
ago; so it shfne in the earliest dawn of 
history: so it shone during those stin 
remoter periods when great animals 
flourished which have now vanished 
forever; so it shone during that re- 
markable period in earth's history when 
the great coal forests flourished; so it 
shone in those gemote ages many mil- 


lions of years ago when life began to

young. There is every reason to believe 
that throughout these illimitabiz pe- 
riods which the imagination strives in 
vain to realize, the sun has dispeused 
its radiant treasures of light and 
warmth with just the same prodigality 
as that which now characterizes it. 

We all know the consequences of 
wanton extravagance. We know it 
spells bankruptcy and ruin. The expen- 
diture of heat by the sun is the inost 
magnificent extravagance of which hu- 
man knowledge gives us any concep- 
tion. How have the consequences of 
such awful prodigality n hitherto 
averted? How is it that thé sun is still 
able to draw on its heat reserves from 
second to second, from century to cen- 
tury, from aeon to aeon, ever squander- 
ing 2,000,000,000 times as much heat as 
that which genially warms our tem- 
perate regions, as that which dzaws 
forth the exuberant vegetation of the 
tropics, or which rages in the Desert of 
— This is indeed a great prob- 
em 


It was Helmholtz who discovered that 
the continual maintenance of the sun's 
temperature is due to the fact that the 
sun is neither solid nor liquid, but is to 
@ great extent gaseous. His theory of 
the subject has gained universal ac- 
ceptance. Those who have taken the 
trouble to become acquainted with it 
are co lied to admit that the doctrine 
set forth by this great philosopher em- 
bodies a profound truth. 

Even thg great sun cannot escape the 
application of a certain law which af- 
fects every terrestrial object, and 
whose province is wide as the universe 
itself. Nature has not one law for the 
rich and another for the poor, The sun 
is shedding forth heat, and therefore. 
affirms this law, the sun must be 
shrinking in size. We have learned the 
rate at which this contraction proceeds. 
for among the many triumphs which 
mathematicians have accomplished 
must be reckoned that of. having pu 
a pair of calipers oni the sun soas to 
measure its diameter. We thus find 
that the width of thé great luminary 


is ten inches smaller today than it was 
yesterday. Year in and year out the

There are two knights of the ancient 
and illustrious Order of the Golden 
Fleece who are under 10 years of age. 
One is the nine-year-old King of Spain, 
while the other is the eight-year-old 
Duke of Braganza, the Crown Prince of 
Portugal. 

It seems that the King of Spain is al- 
ways grand master of the eight Spanish 
orders of the knighthood, the principal 
of which is that of the Golden Fleece. 
— de Oro, as they call it in Span- 


Two years ago the baby King, with 
due pomp and ceremony, presented the 
decoration of the order to his young 
cousin, the Duke of Braganza. The 
decoration consists of the royal arms, 
in which are included, besides the arms 
of Castile, Leon, Grenada and the lilies 
of the royal house of Bourbon, the arms 
of Austria, Sicily Savoy and Brabant. 
Surrounding the whole is a representa- 
tion of the golden fleece with the motto 
“Ante feret quam flamma micet.“ The 
order is worn on a red and yellow rib- 
bon, the national colors of Spain. 

The Order of the Golden Fleece is one 
of the oldest in existence, having been 
founded in the fifteenth century by 
Philip the Good, Duke of Burgundy, at 
the city 6f.Bruges, as a compliment to 
that town, no small portion of whose 
prosperity arose from its woolen trade. 

Indeed, so prosperous had the city 
become by this means, and such was 
the magnificence of the Flemish court 
that no European monarch could equal 
or approach it. 

When the wife of Philip the Fair of 
France visited Bruges, she exclaimed, 
„There are hundreds here who have 
more the air of queens than myself.“

ENT TO SET THE TIRED 
AN AGENVOMAN FREE. 


Electricity is Doing More to Emanci- 
ate Women Than Woman Suf- 
_frage Ever Could. 


A Dumb Dradge—A Revolution That 
Staggers the Imagination—May 
Solve the Servant Question. 


Piain Factse—Electric Cooking—A 
Case in Point—The Laundresses’s 
Friend—An Expert's Opinion. 
The Future. 


(CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 

A new goddess is born. She is called 
“Electra.” She is the goddess of all 
work. She is swifter than Mercury, 
and brighter than the star of the morn- 
ing. On her brow is a blaze of jewels; 
she carries a flame-tipped wand. Her 
garments are of woven rays of. light, 


garianded with flowers, red, blue and 


green. 

She comes to unbind burdens to suc- 
cor women and horses. There is no. 
service so exalted that she can not at- 
tain to it, no service so lowly she will 
not stoop to it. She will light the 
kitchen fire and cook the breakfast. 
She will curl and brush the hair. She 
will sweep the room and run the sew- 
ing machine. She will run errands and 
draw the cart. She will pull and fill 
the teeth, be the physician, and put the 
weary to sleep.

PLAIN FACTS. 

This is not a panegyric, but a prosaic 
catalogue of the duties that electricity 
is prepared to assume in family life.

me everyday facts. Aladdin's 
lamp can te put in working order in 
every household. The women of no 
time have entered intg so fine a heri- 
tage. and it is worth while sometimes 
to realize the privileges of the age we 
live in. An anxious mother goes to pay 

u Visit, andeat the end of the town puts 
| mouth to a hole in the wall and as- 
sures herself that the baby is still 
asleep. A woman lying ill in the torrid 
days of early June could not be per- 
Suaded that the well were suffering 
with blasts that might have blown over 
the Inferno, so cool was she from the 
gentie zephyrs wafted by a silent little 
electrical fan plying at the head of her 
bed. A dinner under way is about to 
be wrecked by the heat, when a more 
stimulating climate is' ordered and 
brought into the room. A silk cord is 

tached to an iron, and one iron will

A SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENT. 
| “Service so unusual, yet so intimate 
and familiar is almost ridiculous, yet 
the impending revolution that electric- 
ity is bound to make in the household 


staggers the imagination. An interest 
been 


ing experiment 


made in To- 


ledo in connection with one of the elec- 
tric-light stations. The principal ob- 
ae was the heating of a tock of twen- 
ty-seven houses, controlled by a syndi- 
cate, with hot water obtained from the 
exhaust steam spared from the engines 
used for the electric light. Women who 
regard economy as one of the cardinal 
virtues would be horrified to learn 
how extravagant and wastful men are 
in their mechanical housekeeping. It 
seems that in producing electricity for 
lighting, only a small force of the per 
cent. gained from the coal is used. The 
balance is thrown away in waste steam. 

In the Toledo experiment this waste 
steam was carried into tanks of water, 
and there stored, as it were, for heating 
purposes. In addition to this there was 
10 per cent. more exhaust steam than 
was needed for heating, and this was 
turned into electricity of low grade and 
conveyed to these houses for cooking 
purposes. It is the boast of this Toledo 
block that there is not a match on the 
premises. The men light their cigars 
and the women curl their hair by elec- 
tricity. Together they make Welsh 
rarebits on the malachite and onyx 
tables of the drawing-room, and all the 
cooks having no fires to make lie abed 
a half an hour later than any other 
girls in the street. 

ELECTRICAL COOKING, 

The most interesting development in 
domestic life with which women have 
to deal is cooking by electricity. Every 
woman knows that the kitchen range 
is thevreal hub of the universe. So long 
as that runs smoothly dynasties may 
change and nations go under with com- 

ratively little stir. A change of fuel 
© a more serious experiment than a 
change of sect or party. The first thing 
that commends electricity to a woman 
is its cleanliness. For this gas has 
prepared them somewhat. But even 
with gas the products of combustion 
still oblige the washing of the outside 
of the platters. In cooking by electric- 
ity there is no combustion. The heat is 
merely localized. This distinction is 
radical, and affords the most curious 
and interesting feature of the new pro- 
cess. To cook without flame contra- 
dicts the most familiar of all arts. In 
getting rid of combustion goes with it 
all that accompanies combustion, in- 
cluding that exhaustion of the air, of 
which every one complains, for in the 
domestic health is next to cleanliness. 

A CASE IN POINT. 

There is no such thing as an electrical 
stove in the sense of the kitchen range. 
For example, there is an electrical 
kitchen in a commodious’ Brooklyn 
home. One experiences a curious nine- 
teenth century sort of feeling listening 
to the middle-aged Irish cook explain- 
ing the mysteries of her switchboard. 
This is a slab of Numidian marble in 
the jut of the kitchen range. On the 
marble are hanged the wooden handles 
that moved.up or down, make or break 
connection. One is now down engaged 
in baking the family loaf.

These 
articles can, in fact, be used anywhere 
there is a chandelier. or bracket for 
electric light.

by the table-side when the duty of cook- 
ing falls on the mistress, and it can be 
done with the same grace that is lav- 
ished on the nocturnal chafing dish or 
on afternoon tea.

Whose Fruit is ltt 


The Rural Northwest has an interest- 
ing paragraph on using State names on 
fruit packages. It says: There is a 
good deal of nonsense in the common 
talk about California taking credit for 
fruit produced in Oregon and Oregon 
taking credit for fruit produced in 
Washington. If California dealers buy 
fruit in Oregon they are pretty certain 
to put their own California brand upon 
the packages; if Oregon dealers in 
Portland buy fruit in Washington it 
will be sold under the brand of the 
Portland buyer: if the Walla Walla 
fruit-dealer buys fruit in the vicinity 
of Milton, Ore., it will be sold as Walla 
Walla (Wash.) fruit. All of these 
things are done to some extent and will 
continue to be done, but the great bulk 
of the fruit will go to market under 
brands of the State in which it was 
produced, and neither State will ever 
acquire any general reputation by 
means of the fruit from other States 


which it sells under its brands. 
Each of the States mention can pro- 
duce deciduous fruit of the highest 


quality, and the any ‘reputation of 
its fruit will depend upon the average 
skill and knowledge of its fruit-grow- 
ers. As a matter of fact the principal 
reason why Oregon fruit is sold as 
California fruit is that California fruit 
is better konwn than that of Oregon 
and so sells more .. California 
is at the present time spending one 
hundred times as much money in adver- 
tising its fruit as Oregon. If Oregon 
would advertise its fruit as thoroughly 

as California does no one would 7 
about Oregon fruit being sold as Ca 
fornia product.’
